THE  KIMBALLS,  OF  DOVER,  N.  H. 


First  of  the  name  in  Dover  was 
"Thomas  Kemble.  lie  bought  of  Val- 
entine Hill,  22  October,  1653,  one  quar- 
ter of  Hill's  interest  in  the  grant  and 
saw-mill  at  Oyster  River,  and  he  sold 
the  same,  20  Feb.  105:5-4,  for  £3»'0,  to 
Randall  Nichols,  of  Charlestown,  Mass. 

On  the  28  June,  1678,  this  Thomas 
Kemble,  aged  57,  deposed  that  he  was 
living  in  Dover  in  1057;  ''was  often- 
times at  the  bouse  of  Antipas  Maver- 
ick," and  knew  that  said  Maverick  did 
peaceably  possess  bis  bouse  without 
molestation  "for  four  years  while  tins 
deponent  lived  there."  We  believe 
that  Maverick  lived  on  the  Isles'  of 
Shoals,  but  what  the  trouble  was  about, 
is  beyond  our  knowledge. 

Kemble  was  taxed  on  Dover  Neck  in 
1657,  as  "Mr.  Cimbali."  The  list  for 
1660  is  musing,  but  he  and  William 
Pomfretf,  13  Aug.  1660,  were  to  "vew 
ye  Accompts  of  ye  towne  and  to  Right 
it  out  faire  &  to  Record  it  in  ye  towne 
booke  which  Accordingly -is  done  in  a 
Book  niayde  for  that  use  w"1  thayre 
hands  to  it."  In  1661,  Thomas  Cimbali 
has  a  right  in  the  Dover  Neck  ox  pas- 
ture. On  the  9  March,  1062-o,  he  is 
taxed  as  Mr.  Kemble,  and  then  disap- 
pears from  our  history.  But,  he,  and 
William  Hilton  of  Kittery,  25  August, 
1659,  conveyed  to  William  Follett  and 
John   Goddard,  both  of  Oyster   River, 


"our  right"  in  the  quarter  "part  of 
falls  of  Fiscassq"  "within  ye  precincts 
of  Exeter  &  Dover." 

Who  is  this  man?  We  doubt  not  be 
is  the  Thomas  who  was  of  Charles- 
town,  Mass.,  in  1050,  and  who  is  said 
about  that  time  to  have  removed  to 
Boston,  and  who  had  children  record- 
ed in  Boston  records  in  1606  (none  be- 
tween 1656  and  1000),  and  who  died  29 
Jan.  1688-9,  and  was  buried  on  Copp's 
Hill,  ajid  who  was  born  15  Jan.  1521-2. 
That  Thomas  had  a  son-in-law,  Richard 
Knight.  One  Richard  Knight,  in  1659, 
appears  on  the  tax  iist  here  with  Thom- 
as Kemble,  and  was  at  Oyster  River  in 
1068.  We  doubt  not  that  both  were 
here  in  the  lumber  business.  Probably 
this  Richa  d  was  too  old  for  Sarah 
Kimball  (born  19  April,  1006),  but  the 
Richard  who  married  Sarah  could  ea- 
sily be  a  sou.  He  was  a  carver,  in 
Boston.  His  wife,  Sarah  (Kimball) 
was  an  author.  She  wrote  a  book  oi 
travels  in  1701  from  Bosten  to  New 
York  and  back,  which  has  been  pub- 
lished. Her  only  child,  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried John  Livingston,  of  New  London, 
Conn. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  last  century 

appeared  in  Dover  two    brothers.  Ezra 

and   Nehemiah    Kimball.      They  wore 

;  carpenters.     We  are  inclined  to  believe 
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that  Ezra,  at  least,  lived  first  on  Dover  ! 
Neck  ;  for  23  Aug.  1723,  Job  (and  Han- 
nah) Clements,  of  Dover,  for  £U,  con-  j 
veyed  to  Ezra  Kimball,  of  Dover,  one 
right  in  the  "ox  pasture  on  Dover 
Neck,''  also  "one  right  in  or  part  in  the 
Calves  Pasture  which  lveth  near  the 
Back  River  upon  the  afore?d  Dover 
Neck."  But  both  Ezra  and  Nehemiah 
both  appear,  later,  up  the  Cochecho. 
Ezra  purchased  land,  perhaps  a  hun- 
dred acres  in  all,  at  the  third  falls  in 
the  Cochecho,  where  now  is  Pike's  mill ; 
Nehemiah  purchased  near  the  fourth 
falls,  where  used  to  be  the  "Upper  Fac- 
tory" fall.  Both  settled  there  on  the 
eastern  sideot  the  beautiful  river.  Each 
was  thrifty;  each  made  a  good  mar- 
riage; there  they  lived  and  died,  and 
are  not  their  posterity  with  us  to  this 
day? 

The  conveyances  of  these  purchases 
do  not  appear  to  be  all  on  record.  Such 
as  are,  we  give,  with  early  sales  bv  the 
brothers. 

Joseph  Twombly,  jr.,  and  wife  Mar- 
tha (who  made  her  mark),  for  £75,  14 
June,  1733,  to  Ezra  Kimball,  land  in 
Dover,  "on  ye  northerly  side  of  Coche- 
cho river  a  little  above  \c  3d  falls  in  sd 
river  &  Joyning  sd  River  containing 
sixty  acres  or  three  fifths  of  a  hundred 
acre  Lott  weh  was  given  &  Granted  by 
ye  town  of  Dover  unto  mr  Peter  Cof- 
fin." 

Ezra  Kimball,  of  Dover,  for  £10,  2 
Dec,  1734,  to  Joseph  Hanson,  jr.,  of 
Dover,  one  acre  and  three-iourths,  "on 
ye  north  side  of  Cochecho  River,  Joyn- 
ing to  ye  sd  River  at  a  place  calld  ye 
Ealware  falls  and  also  joyning  to  ye 
southwest  corner  of  y°  hundred  acres 
of  land  wch  was  granted  to  Mr  Thomas 
Wiggiu  by  y°  town  of  Dover,"  and 
joining  land  of  Kimball  and  Hanson. 


Nehemiah  Kimball,  of  Dover,  for  £10, 
2  Dec,  1734,  to  Ezra  Kimball  his 
"brother,"  of  Dover,  one-half  of  his 
right  or  interest  in  "a  certain  pair  of 
falls  wr  unto  my  land  doth  joyne," 
known  as  "Hayes  Falls." 

Ezra  and  Nehemiah  Kimball,  of  Do- 
ver, for  £20,  7  Aug.,  1735,  to  Ebenezer 
Varney,  a  part  of  the  land  "we  bought" 
of  Joseph  Twombly,  jr.,  and  which  he 
bought  of  Coffin,  "beginning  at  a  white 
oak  on  \e  corner  of  sd  Kimbal  shop." 

Nehemiah  ''lmKn"  "*  "nrwpr  and 
ivife  Mary,  11  Nov.,  1735,  to  William 
Wentworth,  of  Somersworth,  for  £15, 
ten  acres,  being  one-third  share  of 
common  lands,  No.  300. 

Samuel  Beard,  of  Scarborough,  York 
Co.,  for  £40,  3  Oct.,  1736,  to  Ezra  Kim- 
ball of  Dover,  twenty  acres  first  divis- 
ion of  common  right,  lot  No.  38G. 

Nehemiah  Kembel,  of  Dover,  "plant- 
er or  alias  carpenter,"  and  wife  Mary, 
for  £20,  21  Feb.,  1736-7,  to  Ebenezei 
Varney,  jr.,  ot  Dover,  "part  of  a  Grant 
of  land  I  bo' of  Ebenr  Varney"  at  "3ke- 
terwit  in  sd  Dover." 

dames  Killey,  of  Dover,  for  £20,  :• 
Aug.,  1738,  to  Ezra  Kern  ball  of  Dover, 
carpenter,  ten  acres  in  common  or  un- 
divided land. 

Benjamin  Roberts,  jr.  of  Dover,  and 
Mary  his  wife,  "formerly  Mary  Herd, 
and  grauldaugliter  of  Lieut.  Tristram 
Herd  late  of  Dover,  deceased,"  for  £300 
current  money,  19  Mar.,  1738-9,  to  Ez- 
ra Kemball,  of  Dover,  land  "at  a  place 
commonly  called  Scatterwit,"  being  30 
acres,  westerly  joining  land  of  Ebene- 
zer Varney,  jr.,  northerly  on  land  of 
William  Home,  easterly  on  laud  of 
Tristram  Herd,  jr.,  southerly  on  Scat- 
terwit highway,— being  tne  same  given 
by  Lieut.  Tristram  Herd,  "grandfathei 
to  the  sd  Mary  Roberts." 
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Tradition  has  always  said  that  the  two 
brothers  came  from  Wenham,  Mass., 
where  many  Kimballs  lived  and  died. 
"We  did  not  know  of  any  connection. 
but  a  fortunate  application  to  Mat- 
thew A.  Stiekney,  Esq..  of  Salem, 
Mass.,  found  the  desired  information 
at  once. 

The  emigrants,  Richard  Kimball, 
and  wife  Ursula,  came  to  this  country 
in  the  Elizabeth,  of  Ipswich,  in  163-4. 
Ursula  was  probably-  surnained  Scott. 
They  brousrht  over  six  children,  and 
Savage  adds  divers  others.  Richard 
lived  first  ui  Watertown,  but  in  1638 
removed  to  Ipswich.  He  died  in  1675. 
Of  his  children  was 

Richard2,  b.  in  England,  aged  elev- 
en in  1634.  He  long  lived  in  Ipswich, 
but  was  of  Bradford  in  16S5.  A  son 
of  his 

Deacon  Erin: aim3  Kimball,  of  Wen- 
ham,  married,  24  Xov.  1685,  Miry, 
daughter  of  Deacon  James  and  Mary 
(Moultou)  Friend,  of  Wenham,  where 
she  was  born  6  May  1666 ;  she  died 
26  Oct.  1741.  They  had  ten  children, 
two  of  whom  were, — 

1.  Ezra*,  born  in  Wenham,  2-3  Aug. 
1700. 

2.  Nehemiah4,  born  in  Wenham,  29 
March  1702-3. 

"After  their  names,"  says  Mr.  Stick- 
ney,  "I  find  written  'not  accounted 
for.'"'     We  account  for  them. 

1 .  Ezra4  married  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Mary  (Ham-Horne) 
Waldron.  It  grieves  us  that  we  have 
no  dates.  However,  wife  Elizabeth 
and  daughter  Mary  were  baptized 
11  Oct.  173o.  Of  the  death  of  hus- 
band or  wife,  we  find  no  records. 
Doubtless  their  deaths  were  before 
1773,  or  that  excellent  clerk,  Na- 
thaniel Cooper,  would   have  put  them

Some  other  Kimballs  in  Dover  are  of 
a  different  stock,  and  not  descendants 
of  either  Ezra4  or  Nehemiah4.  George 
P.  Kimball,  for  instance,  formerly  of 
Dover.  Joseph  E.  Kimball,  also,  who 
was  born  in  Kennebunk,  Me.,  25  Feb. 
1827,  and  came  to  Dover  25  Feb.  1845, 
when  he  entered  the  mule  room  in  No. 
Three.  Excepting  three  years  about 
the  time  of  the  war,  he  has  always  been 
identified  with  this  work.  He  became 
overseer  in  Feb.  1850,  and  when,  after 
the  war,  the  system  was  changed,  and 
all  of  one  kind  of  work  put  in  charge 
of  one  man  (instead  of  one  overseer 
to  each  room  in  each  mill),  Mr.  Kim- 
ball was  put  in  charge  of  all  the  mule 
spinning.  His  recognized  skill  and 
capacity  has  kept  him  in  this  responsi- 
ble position  up  to  the  present  time;  the 
mule  rooms  being  in  mills  No.  One, 
No.  Two,  No.  Two  Extension  (or 
southern  section),  and  No.  Five. 
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
